Judge Merrimon in Greensboroe-H's 
speechee'I’ he People Enthusiasticee 
Guilford All RighteeThe Demo- 
crats at WorkesG reeley- |

Greenspono, N. C., 
July 8 1872. 


Leaving Raleigh night in com- 
pany with Judge Merrimon, after a 
pleasant ride, we arrived at this ptace 
and were met at the depot by that 
courteous gentleman, Mr. C. G. Yates, 
whose guest we are here and to whom, 
and lady, we are indebted for hospita- 
ble treatment. ; 

After breakfast this morning, we 
walked down this beautiful village, in 
order to see the people and ascertain 
the sentiment of the county in the ap- 
proaching elections, The people were 
found universally polite, and their sen- 
timents will be made known 1 a satis- 
factory manner in August. 

To give an idea ot the status of the 
two political parties in this county, I 
will state that two years ago, the Demo- 
cratic candidates tor the Legislature 
carried it by an average of a hundred 
and twenty majority. (ol. John A. 
Gilmer, candidate for the Senate, receiv- 
ing a hundred and eiglity. At the time 
of the vote as to whether a Convention 
should be held, the Democrats carricd 
it by a majority of four, and one of the 
delegates was elected by a majority of 
fitteen and the other by twenty-tive. 
This shows the effective organization of 
the Democrats, and that they have in 
all the elections been alive to the issues 
involved, The young men of this place 
have a Conservative club numbering 
about a hundred and fifty members, in 


addition to the club organized 
by the older men of  town.—- 
While the clubs are distinct, 


yet they work in perfect Larmony with 
cach other. ‘The Yong Men’s club sends 
a circular to different Democrats, re- 
questing all local information which 
may be of importance. From this, they 
know positively their strength, and 


their organization is complete and cffec- 


tive. 

The Democratic candidates for the 
Legisiature opened the campaign to- 
day, and Guiltord may be placed ia the 
catalogue of those counties, which will 
go for Merrimon and the entire Deno- 
cratic ticket. 

At one o'clock we repaired to tle 
grove in front of the factory where the 
convention met in May last, and listen- 
ed to one of the ablest speeches it was 


ever our good fortune to hear. 
The speaker, Judge Merrimon, 
was introduced by Levi MM. 


Scott, Esq., ot place, re- 
ceived, as he arose, with applause. 

Owing to the short notice and threat- 
ening state of the weathcr, there was not 
as large a crowd as was expected, s ill 
about three hundred and fifty or four 
hundred were on the ground. 

In his introduction, the speaker allu- 
ded to the importance of the contest, 
and stated that he was betore themas a 
candidate jnot on personal grounds, but, 
as it were, at the command ot the peo- 
ple. Hespoke in detail of the trauds 
and corruptions of the Radical party, 
Unearthed all their villainies, and ad- 
ministered a scathing rebuke to carpe'- 
baggers, those who came with a desire 
to get oilice, but said he would extend 
a warm welcome to all those who came 
with an honestintention of settlisgin 
our midst, improving their condition 
and building up our State. He alluded to 
the dangers which threaten ns and stated 
seven tupdamental principles constitute 
a free government: ist. The right of 
every man to be free from arrest of his 
person, unless upon a warrant issued by 
a competent magistrate on the oath of 
a respectable witness, 2nd. The right 
of amantothe writ of habeas corpus, 
rd. The right of trial by jury. 4th. 
The right a man has to be tree from 
search of his house or papers except 
upon a warrant for a cause set forth in 


| the wairant. (The Revenue system, he 


stated, was not regulated on this rrin- 
ciple). 5th, freedom of elections, 6th, 
freedom of the press, and 7th, the right 
which the people had that the Consti- 
tution, the people’s law, and the laws 
made in pursuance thereof, shall at all 
times and forevermore operate for the 
benefit of those who ean take a benefit 
under them. These seven principles he 
enunciated in a clear, logical and able 
manner; so plain Were they made that 
any one could understand them. Ie 
stated that 2f clected he would be the 
Governor of the whole people, and 
should labor fur their advancement. 

He then eutered into a discussion of 
the administration of the Radical party 
in the State government, gave the his- 
tory of the Constitutional Convention 
and stated that it cost more to construe 
the new Constitution than to admiis- 
ter the old one from the time of its 
foundation to the close of the war. He 
then went on to show the lawless acts 
of Holden, the amounts paid under his 
administration for clerk’s hire and At- 
torney General's fees and the difference 
in the expenses of a Democratic Legis- 
lature and a Radical. 

The speaker then entered into a dis— 
cussion of the Holden-Kirk war, and 
showed the lawless course of Governor 
Caldwell from the time he went into 
office to the present time, and his re— 
sponsibility in connection with the 
Robeson county outlaws. 

He stated that the objgct of Cald- 
well’s speech in regard to the war, was 
to bring the names of our gallant sol- 
diers into contempt. “They have 
illustrated,” said the speaker, “ their 
gallantry upon a thousand battlefields, 
and are the people willing to ask the 
future historian to write shame upon 
the graves of our gallant dead, or wil- 
ling to look with shame and contempt 
upon the one-legged and one-armed, 
who had %een spared, or upon the 
widows and orphans of soldiers ?” 

Judge Merrimon then said that if any 
one could point to any act of his lite, 
moral, political or professional, which 
would cause a blush to tingle his cheek 
or that ef his friends he would with- 
draw from the canvass. 

He said the way to remedy all these 
evils which had been heaped upon us 
by the Radical party was, Ist, by 
putting honest aad capable men in 
office, 2nd, by educating the popular 
mind, 3rd, by dignifying laber. 

We do not hesitate to say that this 
was the most statesmanlike and the 
ablest speech we have ever heard. and 
how any oze could listen to it and not 
be convinced that our cause wes just, is 
amystery to us. The crowd present 
was enthusiastic for Judge Merrimon, 
and when he spoke of concluding 
insisted on his continuing. A shower 
came up during the speaking, which 


C?ncluded. 

Two more appointments have been 
made for Judge Merrimon since he left 
Raleigh, one at Gold Hill, Rowan 
county, om the 20th, and the other at 
Salisbury on the 22nd inst. ” 

Greeley stock, from what I have been 
able to ascertain, is very good, and it 
nominated at Baltimore, he will receive 
the support of the Democracy of this 
county. 

A gentleman informed me to-day, 
that he had heard from very good au- 
thority that $100,000 would be sent to 
this State by the National Republican 
Executive Committee, and that most of 
it would be used in this, the 5th, and 
the 7th Districts.
